Bald-
win dU all in his power to keep down trou-
ble." said Doctor Seltx, "afld we Americans
helped him all we could. VTe made sleds,
dog harness and many other things. The
poor-do- when tied up on the ship died
like, sheep and their sufferings were In-
tense."

Doctor Seltz, with Doctor De Bruler, wascaught In a blizzard and said that although
he did not give up hopes of reaching theship, he was in a peculiar mental state, and
his powers of reasoning were more or less
behumbed. When asked concerning the re-
mark of Mr. Zelgler that all members of theparty "were pie-eat- and cigarette smok-
ers."
